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EMD application rejected 

Planning application to turn former cinema into church refused

Walthamstow Assembly 
Hall was full to capacity 
on Wednesday 18 May, 
when hundreds of visitors 
arrived to hear the Planning 
Committee’s decision on the 
future of the EMD cinema. 

The site has been hotly 
contested for years, and the 
evening saw site owners 
the Universal Church of the 
Kingdom of God (UCKG) 
coming face to face with 
residents who want the building 
brought back into use as a 
cultural venue rather than a 
church. Supporters of both 
causes were in attendance, 
with those unable to find seats 
chanting and waving banners 
outside. 

The Committee heard 
impassioned speeches from 
either side before unanimously 
voting to refuse the UCKG’s 
applications for not complying 
with the Council’s planning 
policies or its regeneration 
objectives for Walthamstow 
Town Centre. The Church now 
has six months to appeal the 
decision. 

Speaking to Waltham Forest 
News, Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council Cllr Chris Robbins said: 
“There’s a lot of support for 
retaining the building as a cultural 
venue, and I am sure a great 
many residents will be delighted 
with the decision. 

“As many will be aware, the

Waltham Forest Cinema Trust 
has announced what look to be 
viable plans for the building’s 
future and we will be keen to 
work with any group who can 
help deliver our regeneration 
objectives for Walthamstow. 

“We still have to wait and 
see whether the building’s 


owners will appeal the decision, 
but I hope the UCKG and the 
Trust will meet to discuss the 
building’s future so that this 
long-vacant site can be brought 
back into use for the benefit of 
the local community. Should the 
UCKG decide to appeal we will, 
of course, defend our decision.”

The Olympic torch will visit 
Waltham Forest as part 
of the run up to the 2012

To mark the arrival of the 
torch on Saturday 21 July 
2012, a fabulous party will 
be laid on in the borough by 
the Council and the London 
Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games (LOCOG). 

Waltham Forest Council

torch - we’re an Olympic

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WFD shops to close 

• Three of the borough’s four WFD shops to close as part of savings plans 

• Alternative measures in place to offer face-to-face service to those who need it most 



On Wednesday 11 May 
Cabinet approved the 
closure of three of Waltham 
Forest’s four WFD shops: 
those in Leytonstone, 
Leyton and Chingford. 

The decision comes as 
part of the Council’s plans to 
save more than £65m over 
the next four years whilst 
facing increased demand on 


vital services such as social 
care. The shops will close at 
the end of August, and this 
decision will save the Council 
£359,000 - equivalent to the 
salaries of 12 social workers 
or teachers. While no final 
decision has been made on 
what will happen to the shops 
once they close, the Council is 
exploring a range of options to 


secure the best deal 
for residents. 

Cabinet Member for 
Corporate Resources, 
Business and Employment, 

Cllr Afzal Akram, said: “We 
know that most residents 
prefer to access services 
over the phone or online, but 
for some types of enquiry a 
face-to-face conversation will 
always be preferable. 

“Although we are closing 
three of the shops, the 
Walthamstow branch will 
remain open, residents will be 
able to continue to visit other 
council offices and we can be 
contacted by phone or online. 

“On Monday 20 June 
we will be launching a pilot 
scheme where residents can 
access services and advice 
in Leyton Library. As well as 
offering a face-to-face service 
and pre-booked appointments 
staff will also help residents 


access the services they need 
by phone or online wherever 
this is appropriate.” 

“Ultimately this is a smarter 
use of Council resources 
that will avoid duplication of 
offices and staff. Although we 
know that the people who 
currently use the shops will be 
concerned that they are being 
closed, we think the changes 
we are making - along with 
an improved approach to 
customer care - will help us 
deliver a better service at the 
best cost to the taxpayer.”

ASB charter signed

Councillors joined 
representatives from some 
of Waltham Forest’s 40 
Registered Social Landlords 
(RSLs) on Wednesday 18 
May to sign the borough’s 
first Anti-Social Behaviour 
(ASB) Charter. 

The document aims to 
provide a set code of practise 
as to how landlords should deal 
with ASB when it happens, 
how they can prevent it in the 
first place and how they can 
support their tenants whenever 
ASB issues are raised. 

The charter will make the 
process of reporting ASB 


more effective and means 
residents can expect a 
common standard of service 
regardless of where they 
live and who manages their 
property. It includes measures 
such as helping residents 
talk through their issues and, 
in the most serious cases, 
providing tenants with support 
and advice should a matter 
go to court. 

Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Community Safety 
and Cohesion, Cllr Liaquat Ali, 
told Waltham Forest News: 

“We know that anti-social 
behaviour is one of our 


residents’ biggest concerns, 
and to get everyone singing 
from the same hymn sheet 
is great news. We already do 
a lot of work with our police 
and RSL colleagues, and this 
will help drive down ASB and 
demonstrate to troublemakers 
that their actions will not be 
tolerated.” 

Cllr Marie Pye, Waltham 
Forest’s Cabinet Member for 
Housing and Development 
said: “We have 40 RSLs 
offering housing across 
Waltham Forest, and while they 
all do a great job in tackling 
ASB this document means our 
residents can expect the same 
speed of response and quality 
of service no matter where 
they live.

Wetland wonderland 


• Plans to create a massive urban nature reserve announced by Council 

• ‘Walthamstow Wetlands’ would comprise land around 10 reservoirs in 
the north-west of Waltham Forest 


Plans to open up the largest 
man made bodies of water 
in London to the public 
have been announced by 
Waltham Forest Council. 

The £10 million project 
would see the four square 
kilometre site; dubbed 
‘Walthamstow Wetlands’ 
and made up of ten 
reservoirs in the heart of 
the borough, turned into an 
urban nature reserve and 
wetland centre with a water 
and life themed visitor centre 
and other facilities. 

The centre would benefit 
residents of Waltham Forest 
by creating much-needed 
access to open recreation 
space and free leisure 
facilities. It would also attract 
more visitors to the borough 
and provide a vital boost for 
the local economy. 

Plans for the site, which is 
on the borders of Waltham 
Forest, Haringey and Hackney, 
will mean improved wildlife 


habitats and the creation of 
new play areas and heritage 
and nature trails, giving people 
in this part of East London 
the chance to find out more 
about nature conservation and 
the area’s industrial heritage. 

It could also be a valuable 
Olympic Legacy project. 

Waltham Forest Council 
is leading the project, which 
also includes Thames Water, 


Lee Valley Regional Park 
Authority, Natural England, 
the Environment Agency, 
British Waterways the London 
Boroughs of Hackney and 
Haringey and Design for 
London. The group will apply 
for Heritage Lottery Funding 
and European funding for 
the project. 

Walthamstow Water 
treatment works supplies 


more than 1.5m people with 
tap water. It is the largest 
fishery in London as well as 
being a site of international 
importance for the abundance 
of wildlife that is present there. 

Waltham Forest Council 
Leader, Cllr Chris Robbins, told 
Waltham Forest News: “This is 
a once in a lifetime opportunity 
to unearth a hidden gem that 
most people don’t realise 
exists. It will create a unique 
nature reserve in London 
to provide a brilliant leisure 
resource to people living here. 

Olympic Minister Bob 
Neill who visited the site on 
Thursday 12 May said: “This 
is a joy for me to come to a 
hidden part of East London 
and experience the delights 
of a wildlife idyll. 

“Wetlands are essential for 
the biodiversity of London 
and they will bring a pocket 
of nature to local people keen 
to relish the area’s heritage 
and habitat.” 


Fact file 

• Walthamstow Wetlands is 400 Hectares located just north 
of the Olympic park. 

• The land includes 10 Thames Water reservoirs, the single 
largest man-made body of water in London. 

• The reservoirs are of international, national and local 
importance for wildlife and are a designated Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI), 

• They are the largest fishery in London and the main source 
of the city’s water. 

• The site contains a number of historic buildings and features 
associated with water supply and filtration through the ages 

• The plans include a visitor and wetlands centre for tourists 
and extensive work to open up the site to visitors. 
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Recycling food waste 

• Residents reminded to recycle food and garden waste using their brown wheelie bin 

• Recycling food waste reduces the amount of harmful methane gas produced at landfill 



You should recycle: 

• Grass cuttings, leaves and plants. 

• Branches up to 4in (1 Ocm) in diameter. 

• Food scraps such as cakes, bread, cheese, plate scrapings, 
leftover takeaways and pizza. 

• Meat, poultry and fish (cooked or uncooked but no bones). 

• Fruit and vegetables (cooked or uncooked). 

• Teabags. 

• Egg shells. 


While residents in Waltham 
Forest have been recycling 
increasing amounts of 
plastics, glass and other 
types of material, the 
Council is reminding 
everyone that food and 
garden waste should also 
be recycled. 

All food waste, except 
bones, should be placed in 
your brown wheelie bin along 
with organic waste like grass 
cuttings and old plants. So 
remember to put everything 
from vegetable peelings and 
scrapings from the kids’ plates; 
to leftovers from your Saturday 
night pizza or curry in the 
brown bin. 

After it is collected, your food 
and garden waste is made 
into compost that is used in 
Waltham Forest’s parks, open 
spaces and allotments. 

Organic waste, like food 
and plants, which is sent 


to landfill can’t decompose 
properly because it is 
squashed under other waste 
and doesn’t have access 
to air. Instead it produces 
methane gas, which 
contributes to global warming. 
So recycling your food waste 
not only helps Waltham 
Forest’s green spaces, it helps 
to reduce global warming too. 

You can use compostable 
or bio-degradable bags in 
your brown wheelie bin but 
they must be clearly marked 
with the code BS enl 3432 
or a seedling logo. These 
can be bought from most 
supermarkets.

• 15 of the borough’s parks have been improved with exciting new play equipment 



It’s brilliant getting 
something for nothing, 
and there’s great news if 
you live in Leyton because 
the parks are fantastic 
and they’re free to use. 

They’re so good in fact 
two - Skeltons Lane and 
Leyton Manor - were entered 
for the prestigious Street 
Design awards, which 


Skeltons Lane Park won. 

That’s not bad when you 
consider what they were 
like before the Council 
refurbished them. Leyton 
Manor Park was considered 
unsafe and was frequented 
by drug dealers while 
Skeltons Lane contained 
old and uninviting play 
equipment and was a 


magnet for anti-social 
behaviour. 

Something clearly needed 
to be done with both sites 
and, after consultation 
with residents, the Council 


invested more than 
£250,000 in transforming 
these two parks. 

Steve Williams, Chair of 
the Friends of Abbots Park, 
told Waltham Forest News: 


“Parks in Leyton are very 
popular; they are improving 
in quality and they are 
very well used. 

“The new play equipment 
which has been put in 
Skeltons Lane, Abbotts 
Park and Leyton Manor Park 
is great and is very popular 
with the children.” 

Since the work was 
carried out the number 
of people using the parks 
has increased greatly and 
the parks are now enjoyed 
by people of all ages and 
backgrounds. Anti-social 
behaviour has plunged. 

When the Council and 
community realised work 
needed to be done to 
renovate the play area 
at Skeltons Lane Park, 
residents, including children, 
had a big say in how the 
area was transformed 
and its new design. 

Gone were the old and 


worn out play equipment 
and in came an adventure 
playground placed in a 
rural wonderland. Best 
of all, the new purpose 
built equipment was 
designed so that children 
of all abilities can have a 
fantastic time. 

The work means hundreds 
of children in one of 
London’s most deprived 
areas enjoy great leisure 
facilities; vandalism and 
graffiti is minimal; and 
anti-social behaviour in the 
park is very low.

Walthamstow 
International Film Festival 

• Second annual film festival comes to Walthamstow from 10-12 September 

• Organisers calling on local people to submit their own three-minute short film 


In the last few weeks you’ve 
probably read or heard 
about this year’s Cannes 
International Film Festival, 
but what you might not 
have heard is that a thriving 
celebration of film is taking 
place closer to home - and 
you could be a part of it. 

The Walthamstow 
International Film Festival is 
getting ready to return to the 
borough for a second year, 
and this time the organisers 
are hoping to get even more 
local people involved and 
making their own films. 

Early last year local 
filmmakers Liza and Paul 
Sumpter decided to take part 
in the annual El 7 Art Trail and 
created the Walthamstow 
International Film Festival 
because they felt that film- 
based activities were under 
represented in the borough. 

The pair asked people 
to submit short films to be 
screened on a specially build 
vintage-style television which 
would be placed at Beyca 


Retro, a furniture shop in 
Grove Road, Walthamstow. 

“When we decided to 
create the festival we intended 
to make an installation 
showing a few films on the 
‘big TV,’ explained Liza. 

“We thought we’d have 
enough submissions to 
perhaps have an hour of film 
showing on a loop. In the end, 
we were delighted to receive 
over 90 submissions from all 
over the world. 

“We had entries from 
Japan, Turkey, Russia, North 
America and Israel to name 
just a few. As more people 
heard about the festival it just 
grew and grew.” 

In response to the number 
of films received last year, 

Liza and Paul are calling on 
amateur and experienced 
directors alike to submit an 
entry in the 2011 festival - 
which will take place from 
Saturday 10 to Monday 12 
September. 

Films should be no more 
than three minutes long and 


suitable for family viewing. 
There will be five categories: 
drama, documentary, 
animation, music and 
experimental. A first, second 
and third place film will be 
chosen from each category 
and there will be an overall 
festival winner. The closing 
date for entries is Sunday 
31 July. 

This year’s festival judges 
are Baroness Oona King, 
actor Paul McGann, director 
Barry Bliss and Time Out’ film 
critic David Jenkins - all of 
whom have connections with 
Walthamstow. Judging will 
take place in August once all 
the competition entries are in. 

Film screenings will again 
take place at Beyca Retro, as 
well as in the Red Room at Ye 
Olde Rose and Crown Theatre 
Pub and a third venue. 

For anyone who is 
interested in improving their 
filmmaking skills before the 
festival deadline, workshops 
on writing scripts, working 
with actors, production and 


editing will take place on 
Saturday 11 and Sunday 
12 and Saturday 18 and 
Sunday 19 June. 

Liza said: “This year we 
really want to encourage 
local people to submit a 
film, whatever their age and 
whether they are experienced 
in filmmaking or not. You don’t 
need big expensive equipment 
to take part, you could even 
make a film on a mobile 
phone camera. 

“There is lots of filmmaking 
talent in the borough, it 
seemed as though we 
just needed the festival to 
uncover it.”

New mental 
health helpline 

A new telephone helpline for local people needing confidential 
mental health advice has been launched by North East London 
NHS Foundation Trust (NELFT). Called NELFT Mental Health 
Direct, the helpline is open every day of the year, 24 hours a day, 
providing help and advice for people experiencing a mental health 
crisis. Sue Boon, Managing Director of NELFT Mental Health 
Services told Waltham Forest News: “If somebody is experiencing 
a mental health crisis during normal office hours they can contact 
their care coordinator for advice, but until now this support has 
not always been available during evenings, overnight or over 
the weekend. “NELFT Mental Health Direct provides help and 
advice 24 hours a day, every day of the year so support is now 
much more readily available. The person can call themselves or 
somebody can call on their behalf. “We can also be the first point 
of call for GPs who would like information and advice on making a 
new mental health referral to our services.”

Calls from a BT landline are the cost of a local call. Calls from 
mobile phones will cost more. You do not need to worry about 
the cost of the call, as advisors can arrange to phone you back. 



Learning disability services 

• Council agrees plan to change services for adults with learning disabilities 

• Proposals will give more choice, privacy, control and dignity to vulnerable residents 


New measures designed to 
upgrade services for adults 
with a learning disability 
have been agreed by 
Waltham Forest Council. 

The proposals will see the 
complete refurbishment of a 
residential unit in Trumpington 
Road to provide long term 
accommodation for six people 
and respite beds for four more. 

Residents at another 
residential home, in May 
Road, Chingford, will 
also be moving to better 
accommodation. Plans are 
still being finalised with the 
residents, but some are 
likely to go to the revamped 
Trumpington Road, and some 
to a smaller home 


in Chingford which will 
better suit their needs. 
Friends will move together 
to their new homes. 

The Council is aware that 
people using the centres are 
worried about the plans and 
has held consultations with 
them to try to ease 
their concerns. 

All users and their carers 
will be spoken to before any 
decision is made regarding 
their care. 

An independent company 
will be sought to run the 
Trumpington Road site, with 
carers and clients involved in 
choosing the company. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Health, 


Adults and Older People, 
Cllr Angie Bean, said: 

“We are very sympathetic 


to the views of the people 
using both May Road and 
respite services, and we 


listened carefully to their views 
prior to taking this decision. 

“May Road and other respite 
care homes are only half full at 
the moment, and May Road, 
in particular, would need a 
great deal of work to provide a 
reasonable standard of care for 
residents in the future. 

“Unfortunately there is no 
funding available to make 
the improvements that are 
required at May Road, but 
to make sure we’re still 
providing this vital service 
we will be refurbishing the 
Trumpington Road site and 
helping people move to new 
homes where they will be 
able to take advantage of 
much better facilities. 


“Our decision was all about 
making sure that we provide 
the support that some of our 
most vulnerable residents and 
their families need in better 
facilities and in a way that the 
Council can afford. 

“We do appreciate that this 
will mean a change for some 
service users, but we’ll be 
talking to everyone who gets 
support from us to make sure 
they continue to get the help 
and support they need.” 

“The plans will be a more 
efficient way of providing a 
consistent, high quality service 
from one site rather than two 
half-empty ones and will save 
the Council around £400,000 
over the next two years.” 


Fact file 

• The proposals will mean £70,000 will be spent to improve 
facilities at the Trumpington Road Centre. 

• The plans will save Waltham Forest Council £400,000 over 
two years but improve services for vulnerable adults with 
learning disabilities. 

• The services have been reviewed and will be changed because 
neither site was fully used or provided good enough access for 
people who have mobility difficulties. 

• It costs the Council £1,700 to care for someone with a learning 
disability every week at the Trumpington Road Centre.

• More foster carers needed to look after children in care 

• The Council spends £10m a year looking after fostered children 


Residents are being urged 
to consider fostering a 
child or teenager to help 
deal with the shortage of 
carers and provide a stable 
family life for youngsters in 
Waltham Forest. 

The appeal comes during 
Foster Care Fortnight, an 
annual campaign designed 
to raise awareness of the 
number of children in care, 
and encourage more people 
to get involved and consider a 
career in fostering. 

Waltham Forest Council 
spends £1 Om per year on 
fostering services. While 
you may not have children 
and think this does not 
affect you; it could be that 
children and families you 
know or people living in 
your own neighbourhood 
have benefitted from 
Council help. 

Foster carers provide a 
family environment for children 
and young people who cannot 
live with their own parents for 
a variety of reasons. 

Pamela Mason, 62, and her 


husband Roger, 68, have been 
foster carers for 37 years and 
have looked after more than 
140 children, adopting 13. 

Pamela told Waltham 
Forest News: “Our role is to 


care for and meet the needs 
of the children, but they are 
not my babies. I have an 
important role to play in their 
lives and I care for them until 
they can go home or be 


adopted by other families. 

She added: “The support 
and help is there if you need it, 
you are assigned a supervising 
social worker who acts as 
a critical friend and who will 
work with you to do what is 
best for the child. 

“People need to understand 
that fostering is not just 
about children from broken 
homes, they can come from 
all backgrounds and its 
something you either love 
or you don’t. People should 
definitely find out more at one 
of the information sessions if 
they are considering a career 
in foster care.” 

Waltham Forest currently has 
250 children in care but only 
72 foster families and is urging 
residents to get in touch if they 
think they have the skills to 
improve the life of a vulnerable 
child for the better. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Children 
and Young People, Cllr 
Saima Mahmud, said: “There 
is no doubt that a stable 
family upbringing is the best 


Fact file 

• The Council spends around £1 Om a year on fostering. About 
two thirds of this is paid to private sector care placements as 
there are not enough local foster carers. 

• There are currently 250 children in foster care, but these 
numbers can change on a weekly basis. 

• It costs about £41,000 per year to foster a child but the Council 
gets much better value when a child in placed locally with 

our own carers - which is why the Council needs more foster 
carers. 

• The Council needs foster carers from all kinds of backgrounds 
so children can be placed with families that are the right match 
for them. The Council is constantly recruiting and if you think 
you have right qualities to make a difference to a child’s life, 
we want to hear from you. 

• Foster carers in Waltham Forest receive training, support and 
are paid a fee for their services. 

• Waltham Forest has a shortage of foster carers for teenagers, 
children between the ages of five and 11, children with 
disabilities and mother and baby placements 

• Fostering information sessions take place between 6.30- 
8.30pm at Waltham Forest Town Hall on 21 June, 13 
September, 20 October and 23 November.

Spitfire fly-past 


History came alive for some lucky children in Walthamstow when 
a Second World War aircraft swooped low over their school as a 
reward for their work researching a heroic American pilot. 

Children at Thorpe Hall Primary School had been 
researching the story of American Spitfire pilot Harvey Dalton 
Johnson who crashed his stricken plane at the Douglas Eyre 
Sports Ground in Coppermill Lane, Walthamstow in November 
1942 as the Second World War was raging around the globe. 

Rather than parachute away from his plane, saving his own 
life, Johnson decided to crash land it instead and make sure it 
did not hit the school or nearby houses and potentially kill or 
injure residents. He was killed as the plane crashed. 

The school’s history project came about after a discussion 
between a teacher and school groundsman Colin Howard. 
Through research and perseverance the children managed to 
piece together the lives of both Johnson and Douglas Eyre who 
founded the London Playing Fields Association. 

They designed and created colourful murals of both men, 
which are now on display in their playground, in recognition 
of their contribution to the local community. 

To reward the pupils’ good work the Spitfire circled the 
school three times and the pupils were visited by Wilfred 
Horton, the former Chair of Walthamstow Rotary Club who 
helped with research. Gary Hills, from the Council-run Vestry 
House Museum, also brought a piece of the original propeller 
from the crashed aeroplane to show the children. 

Headteacher Paulette Houghton told Waltham Forest News: 
“This was a memorable and fantastic example of bringing 
history to life, which was enjoyed by the whole school 
community and beyond. It was a great honour for the school.”

1. The Council of the London Borough of Waltham Forest 
HEREBY GIVES NOTICE that it intends making an Order to 
enable improvement works to be carried out in a safe and 
efficient manner in certain roads, the general effect of which 
would be, only at such times and to such extent as regulatory 
signs are displayed, to prohibit vehicles (except works 
vehicles) and restrict waiting and loading by vehicles (except 
works vehicles) suspend parking places, taxi ranks, pedestrian 
crossings, bus lanes, bus stops and bus stands and existing 
one way traffic operations, and ban certain traffic movements 
in the following roads.

(b) no person shall cause or permit any vehicle to enter, 
proceed, wait or load for any purpose, at any time, in all 
or part of the following roads, adjoining their junctions with 
High Road, Leyton, and those parking places, pedestrian 
crossings, bus stops and bus stands along their lengths shall 
be suspended:- 

Adelaide Road, Alexandra Road, Balmoral Road, Brisbane 
Road, Buckingham Road, Church Road, Cranbourne Road, 
Crownfield Road, Dawlish Road, Downsell Road, Drapers 
Road, Dunedin Road, Gordon Road, Grange Park Road, 
Grove Green Road, Huxley Road, Leyton Park Road, Leslie 
Road, Lindley Road, Lyttelton Road, Maud Road, Murchison 
Road, Osborne Road, Ruckholt Road, Sedgwick Road, St 
George’s Road, St. Mary’s Road, Sidmouth Road, Station 
Road, Stewart Road, Trelawn Road, Tyndall Road Vicarage 
Road, Warren Road, Windsor Road and York Road; 

(c) the existing one way traffic operations in the following 
roads shall be suspended :- 

Adelaide Road, Alexandra Road, Dunedin Road, Grove Green 
Road, Langthorne Road, Leslie Road, Leyton Park Road, 
Lyttelton Road, Maud Road, Ruckholt Road, St. George’s 
Road, St, Mary’s Road, Sedgwick Road, Trelawn Road, 

Warren Road and York Road; 

(d) waiting facilities for taxi cabs shall be provided in certain 
sections of Maud Road and Trelawn Road 

3. Whilst the prohibitions referred to in paragraph 2 above 
remain in force, traffic signs would indicate alternative routes 
for traffic, 

4. Vehicles waiting or loading in disregard of this Order 
would be removed. 

5. The restrictions mentioned above would not apply in 
relation to any vehicle being used - 

(a) in connection with the said works; or 

(b) for ambulance, fire brigade or police purposes in an 
emergency, if the works allow.
